Thorough investigation of the 
fatal shooting of Claude Mitchell 
Wednesday night, in a chase by 
city detectives after he fled from a 
minor automobile collision. has 
been ordered by the Police Board. 
Chief of Detectives Hoagland was 
directed to take personal charge of 
the inquiry, and he has detailed 


Detective-Lieutenant Aylward and 
Detective-Sergeant Archey, head of 
the day Homicide Squad, to assist 
him. 

Three detectives who were point- 
ed out by Mitchell's mother, Mrs. 
Lou Mitchell, at the inquest, as 
men who had assaulted her and 
her son, have made supplement- 
ary reports to their chief, refuting 
the charge. An open verdict. or- 
dering a Homicide Squad investiga- 
tion, was returned at the inquest 
yesterday afternoon. 

Charge Detectives Kicked Man. 

Mrs. Mitchell declared that De- 
tective-Sergeant Linder, head of 
the night Homicide Squad, and De- 
tective Hefele, one of his men, 
kicked and beat her son as he tried 
to get in their home, 2827 Wash- 
ington boulevard, and that Detec- 
tive Moran threw her against a 
window to keep her away. 

Hefele reported that he -had 
parked the squad automobile at 
Jefferson avenue and Locust boule- 
vard while his mates visited the 
Coliseum to look over a wrestling 
match crowd. He heard shots on 
Washington ‘boulevard (where 
Mitchell was being pursued), but 
‘could not get his car out because 
Sergeant Archey was 
there with his car and Hefele said 
he told Archey to go and investi-

Chief Hoagland pointed out that 
Mrs. Mitchell had seen them there | 
and that the three detectives she 
‘identified at the inquest as assail- 
ants were among them: the Cbief 
suggested the possibility that this 
had confused her. There was a 
considerable crowd at the Mitchell 
home, forming immediately after 
he was shot, which might have 
added to the co ion.

Wilson had the idea, however, that 
the Mexican policy on which he 
Was embarked would. have an in- 
fluence upon other parts of Central 
and South America. The arbitrary 
usurpation of power and especially 
the overthrow of governments by 
physical force had unsettled Latin 
America for generations. President 
Wilson became convinced of the 
necessity of taking such a stand in 
order that something might be 
done toward stabilizing the govern- 
mental situations in Latin America. 
Confirmation of this view was pub- 
licly given when Mr. Wilson made 
his famous speech at Mobile early 
in 1914, declaring that the United 
States did not wish to add another 
foot of territory in the Western 
Hemisphere by conquest and that 
the American Government frowned 
upon efforts by any American citi- 
zens to exploit concessions of peo- 
ples to the south of us. He de- 
nounced concessionaries.who inter- 
fered with the processes of orderly 
government and who intrigued to 
overthrow one administration in 
Latin America so that it might be 
succeeded by another: more favor- 
able to these *\rivileged interests. 


Unfortunately for Mr. Wilson his 
own Department of State did not 
consistently follow the outline of 
policy he made at the start of his 
administration with respect to the 
recognition of governments which 
obtained their power by the arbi- 
trary overthrow of the preceding 
administration: The kidnaping of 
the President of Peru and the suc- 
cession of its Vice President was 
followed by recognition extended in 
the usual way by the Wilson ad- 
ministration and there are other 
cases in Central America in which 
the United States found that ex- 
pediency required the recognition 
of the existing regime giving it 
moral support rather than the en- 
couragement of a period of chaos. 

Theoretically Mr. Wilson's policy 
of insisting upon the orderly pro- 
cesses of government and free elec- 
tions to prevent disturbance was 


deal toward the formulation of a 
policy which some day may be 
more literally followed than it was 
in his administration but the fight 
made against Huerta did not lead 
to the kind of imprission Mr. Wil- 
son wanted to make in Latin Amer- 
ica.

Brooklyn, N. Y. He had $265 
upon his arrival here, he said, and 
registered at a hotel at Fourteenth 
and Market streets. During his 
first week in St. Louis, Rolker 
said, his money was stolen while 
he slept. He surrendered his cuff 
links, scarf pin, and baggage to the 
hotel management in payment for 
his room rent, Rolker said. and re- 
mained in bed subsisting on water. 
Police. were notified of Rolker’s 
condition last night and he was 
taken to City Hospital. His only 
possession of value was a watch.

ID you ever stop to think how 

many things have to be beaten 

in the course of a day's cooking 
operation and for how many things 
an ordinary egg beater is used be- 
sides eggs and for how many dif- 
ferent purposes eggs have to be 
beaten? 

Because beating is such an im- 
portant cooking operation, a faulty 
egg beater has the power to irritate 
the woman who cooks, to a greater 
extent perhaps than any single 
plece of kitchen equipment. 

Instead of waiting for a poor one 
to wear out entirely, the purchase 
of a really good one may be an 
investment paying dividends in 
both time and témper. 

Fortunately the manufacturers 
cf egg beaters have realized that 
something was wrong with the old 
type of beater that had the small 
cog wheel on the outside of the 
large one. It was just this fault in 
construction that produced sklp- 
pers” instead of beaters and almost 
every woman knows the annoyance 
of a beater that skips beats. 

In selecting an egg beater look 
for one which has the long cog 
whee] set firmly between two small’ 
ones and many of your beating 
troubles will be ended. If you get 
one with a double action and with 
a handle that fits your hand com- 
fortably you will even find beating 
a pleasant task. 

While you are looking at beaters 
you may be interested in getting 
two sizes. There are so many times 
when you want to beat only one 
egg or a little cream, and the min- 
lature ones that fit in a cup are 
very handy for this purpose. All 
this of course, has to do with.beat- 
ers of the everyday Dover type, 
which you use for all finely emulsi- 
fled mixtures—cakes, salad dress- 
ing, cocoa or soups. 

For meringues or whip creams, 
where expansion and lightness is 
the thing, a wire whip is the beater 
to be desired. For whipping cream 
there are several good beaters that 
come with a special container. 
These are worth an investigation. 

And if you are “‘motorizing” your 
kitchen you may be interested in a 
small electric beater that makes 
mayonnaise mixing a pleasure in- 
deed.

Are we 
sure that every rural housewife is 
so well trained and so competent 
that she can secure a salary of $25 
per week in the open market?

Perhaps I am pessimistic on 
what the housewife's time is really 
worth when I consider the many 
applicants I have had for house- 
keeping positions, who simply 
didn’t know their jobs and couldn't 
be trained to be more efficient. 
Don’t all of us bewail cooks who 
are wasteful, slovenly, unskilled; 
laundresses who tear and scorch, 
hordes of women who say they 
have “kept house 20 years” but 
who fall down on preparing a sim- 
ple four-course dinner; “house- 
keepers” * e sole idea of work 
is managing "some other “servants” 
who will do all the real work. And 
when I consider the inefficiency, 
the lack of training, the waste and 
laziness of women who profession- 
ally engage in housekeeping, I 


can’t seem to feel that this average,

E have worked out a bal- 

anced course of training for 

our students just as we have 
developed balanced rations for live 
stock,” said Dr. W. M. Jardine, 
president of the Kansas Agricul- 
tural College. | 

Now, here is a big lesson for 

nts. In an institution that is 
known practically around the 
world because of its achievements 
in behalf of better farm crops and 
animals, it is found that the real 
purpose of the course given is to 
serve human nature. 

The idea is latent with power. 
On examination of the course of 
education here involved we find the 
four great human interests served; 
the play interest, through well 
managed athletics; the work inter- 
est, through close application to 
study and part time industrial em- 
ployment; the social interest, 
through a system of literary soci- 
eties with large acquaintance op- 
portunities; the religious interest, 
with flourishing societies for spir- 
itual training within the reach of 
all. 

The young human nature is alike 
everywhere. In the city, the village, 
on the farm, the child character 
unfolds with the same series of ago- 
old cravings and dispositions. To 
give wholesome nurture to these 
basic appetities and desires is to 
train up a good man or a good 
woman. 

But you fail if you try to cheat 
nature. There is no short cut to 
learning. There is no fair chance 
in omitting anything. Dr. Jardine 
is right. It must be a balanced 
schedule. All the great life inter- 
ests must be served. 

Every public school pupil should 
be employed dally at some kind of 
‘brief routine work. ake down 
the calendar and check off a sched- 
ule of home duties for your bov 
or girl Mark both the type of 
work to be done and the time of 
day for doing it. Consider as you 
fix this plan of manual employment 
that you are serving the demands 
of human nature and not miereiv 
the demands of business. Mako 


your boy and girl both

Parents, by all means hold to a 
four-part plan. Make out a sched- 
ule of balanced training. Do not 
expect this big thing ‘perely to 
happen to your child.

F your child has developed his 

first or milk teeth in good time 

and in good condition, the 
chances are that he is a perfectly 
healthy youngster. The teeth are 
already developed at birth and 
grow with the baby until they 
come through the gums. In «a 
normal child thig begins about the 
seventh or eighth month, although 
it is possible for them to appear 
earlier. Premature teething is ob- 
served in a great variety of chil- 
dren, especially in the case of those 
having rickets. Bottle-fed, rick- 
ety babies erupt teeth es early as 
the second or third month, but they 
soon decay. A rachitic child erupts 
teeth either very early or very late. 

The first or milk teeth number 
20 and perfectly normal children 
erupt their teeth in pairs, not singly, 
whereas rachitic children usual 
ly erupt them singly and also later 
than perfectly healthy children. it 
ig not necessary for a child to give 
evidence of pronounced deformities 
to be .rechitic. Bottle-fed babies 
are the usual sufferers. The ab- 
sence of human milk is one of the 
chief underlying reasons for the 
development of rickets, and this 
condition may show itself in the

Expert Explains Static and “Strays” 
and Tells Ways to Eliminate Them 


The effect of static and “strays” on 
radio reception is a matter of perennial 
interest to all -fane. Every listener-in 
notes that there are “good nights” and 
dad nights” and that a mysterious some- 
thing intimately connected with changes 
tn atmospheric condisions has d marked 
effect, making or dreaking the chance for 
good reception. 

The following ts the tert of a talk on 
this subject, given by Prof. T. Emmett 
and broadcast from the studio of station 
SD last Wednesday night. 


By Prof. T. Emmett Reynolds, S. J. 
EN an engineer designs a bridge, 
he allows for a larger percentage 
of strain, or overload, than the 
structure will ever be called upon to 
withstand. This margin is known as the 
“gafety factor.” In radio engineering 
the procedure has been the reverse of 
this. The radio engineer, by reason of 
uncontrollable atmospheric conditions, is 
content to calculate the possibilities of 
continuing communication at all, in the 
bad seasons, rather than determining the 
percentage of risk of an interruption. 
We might say that he calculates the 
“danger factor.“ The most prominent 
of the danger factors are static and 
strays 

Perhaps it is commonplace to observe, 
that radio broadcasting is here to stay. 
People will never weary of hearing good 
broadcast music in their homes; what- 
ever may be said of radio lectures. I 
should venture to assert, that in the 
very near future the wizardry of the air, 
whispering to us from far off continents, 
will become as commonplace as the 
street car—and the operation of receciv- 
ing apparatus as reliable, as Aladdin’s 
lamp, whén he invoked the Genle in the 
streets of Bagdad. 

If the solution of the problem offered 
by atatic and other types of interfer- 
ence, is to be found alone in the use of 
loop receivers, then, perhaps, the homes 
of the future will be designed with ac- 
commodationg in. the attic for this un- 
wieldy piece of furniture. Outside an- 
tenna will disappear from the house 


| ‘topa, as telephone lines have disap- 


peared from the public highways. I will 
devote an entire talk to the possibilities 
of loop reception at a later date, so I will 
not anticipate any of that matter now. 


In the first place, then, drops of. 


rain, snow and hail became electrically 
charged, by reason of mechanical sepa- 
ration effected in violent wind currents. 
If a quantity of rain water be caught in 
an instlated metal vessel, the presence 
of an electrical charge can be detected 
after porducing a mechanical separation. 
This may be effected quite simply by 
permitting the water to escape, drop by 
drop. The devise used to indicate the 
presence of this charge is called an elec- 
troscope and can be easily constructed 
from a strip of very thin foil. 
Quantities of charged rain drops, there- 
fore on collfding with the antenna, 
will deposit their charge. When these 
have built up a sufficient potential they 
will discharge through the receiving ap- 


paratus into the ground. Some call this. 


drum- re“ static. . 

A remarkable amount of energy may 
be gathered from the air in the manner 
just described. I recall an jpcident re- 
counted to Ine by one of my associates, 
that occurred in a particularly bad spell 
of weather. He observed a minute arc 
to form between the terminals connect- 
int the antenna to the ground, when 
these terminals were slight'y separated. 
If this current was the result of elec- 


*

trical charges caught up by the huge 
antenna from the falling rain and sleet, 
as he wag inclined to think, then one 
may judge of the possibilities of inter- 
ference from this source, 

It would seem that there is no ade- 
quate remedy for this evil. Most de- 
vices, designed to sift the static from 
the signal, gare said to dissipate thé sig- 
nal current about as well.as that of the 
static. I have heard of a certain silicon- 
arsenic crystal, which will conduct Reavy 
static discharges to the ground, but is 
insensible to weaker forms of energy 
represented by the signal current. I am 
inclined to think this device would be of 
little help to_a sensitive tube receiving 
set. I should rather suggest that a rub- 
ber covered aerial wire be used, rubber, 
or some other nonhygroscopic material, 
that will prevent the rain from impart- 
ing charges to the wire. 

A more constant and prolific source of 
static disturbance, than that just consid- 
ered, is the disturbance arising from the 
myriad swarms of charged bodies, borne 
about by the four winds of the heavens. 
Those of my Listeners, who have heard 
my first talk, will say “ions again.” 
Quite right, they are fons. Ions of a 
particularly large and viclous type. 
Their official title ls the Langevin ions— 
and their habitat seems to be the region 
ot large, well- populated districts. I don't 
know why, but the specialists tell us it is 
true, and they, of course, are right. How- 
ever, whatever variety they happen to 


distances. Added to this every spark 
discharge from electrical devices, inas- 
much as it representa rapidly oscillating 
currents, actually radiates energy at a 
considerable distance. Their wave-form 
is of the highly damped variety, there- 


fore, very broad of resonance and im- 


possible to detune. Some types of X-ray 
machines have been known to cause 
deadly interference at distance of a mile. 
In neighborhoods where persistent in- 
terference is impossible to locate, I 
would recommend the use of a balanced- 
loop-and-antenna device; this arrange- 
ment is highly directional and rarely 
fails to point out the source of disturb- 
ance. If several of these interference 
finders were in the possession of the 
various radio organizations, they might 
with very little difficulty determine the 
source of interference to an entire dis- 
trict. The construction details of this 
apparatus would occupy too much of the 
brief time allowed me, but I will furnish 
information on application. 


On a par with stray Interference, is 
the howling produced in regenerative 
tube sets, by other regenerative sets. 
When such receiving apparatus is used 
in congested districts as apartments, 
hotels and even crowded neighborhoods, 
the possibilities of hearing anything in- 
telligible, are in inverse radio to thie 
number of these miniature transmitters 
in operation. This may sound humorous, 
but I think it might be worked up into a 
formula. I believe Mr. Goldberg made

the “fair weather” static is caused by 
these swarms of charged bodies. 


There is a fairly good preventive 
against this type of interference, known 
as the Dieckmann cage, or shield. This 
device is constructed at some height 
above the regular receiving antenna. In 
appearance it is the exact replica of the 
standard, flat-top antenna, but elec- 
trically, there is this difference: Large 
resistances are inserted in the wires at 
short distances, in order that the cage 
may be prevented from oscillating and 
thus drawing energy from the antenna it 
is designed to shield. side from the 
fact that it is reported to function very 
well as a static eliminator, it is claimed 
to aid reception of the signals from dis- 
tant stations. If this is true, the reason 
probably lies in the fact that the cage 
serves to increase the capactty of the 
system overhead. I have seen no such 
devices about St. Louis that I can recail, 
I suppose more trouble is experienced 
from stray fields, than from static con- 
ditions. This leads me to my next topic; 
hums, howls and popping noises due to 
stray fields and radiated energy. 

Our large cities are a maze of wires 


‘doing every variety of service; power 


lines, light lines, trolley lines, telephone 
and telegraph cable, etc., carried over-. 
head, or buried in the ground. It ia 


quite a problem to determine, from a 


radio standpoint, which lines cause the 
most disturbance. Many of these lines. 
enter almost every home and deliver 
power in some form or other. If the 
electrical energy carried by these cir- 
cuits was confined the wires, the case 
would not be so bad, but, as a matter of 
fact, every one of these lines has a fie d 
of energy, rising and falling about it as 
long as the current is in motion. Light- 
ing circuits that are not encased in 
grounded metal conduits, will sound a 
low, dirge-like tone in the receivers. Es- 
pecially is this the case when the lines 
are not carried parallel, but are sepa- 
rated some, distance, when they will 
function like N loop transmitter at sho.i 


is 


tions in the comic sheet. 

To be serious, I am inclined to think 
that the only solution of our woes 18 to 
be found in the use of loops and in- 
creased wave-lengths for broadcasting 
stations. To explain: Loop receivers are 
the most selective devices known at 


present and the amount of energy they | 


could radiate would be negligible. If 
the wave-length of broadcasting stations 
were increased, the frequencies of oscil- 
lations would be correspondingly dimin- 
ished and under these favorable condi- 
tions transformers of the radio fre- 
quency variety could be constructed 
that would operate efficiently. at these 
moderated frequencies. This would solve 
the problem of multi-stage receivers re- 
quired to operate loops, when working 
with distant stations. The signal to 
static ratio would also go up with a 
bound, that is to say, no more static. 


The amateur would have more room to 


work in, that is te say, a bit more wave- 
length, which he would appreciate. 
Perhaps the public would have a 
right to demand this concession from 
the Government if one may estimate the 
gravity of their claim from the magni- 
tude of invested capital. Some genius in 
figures and statistics claims that the 
time of a cOmmunity of 5,000,000 people 
is worth $25 per minute from the stand- 
point of money ‘invested for radio re- 
ceiving apparatus and concludes quite 
logically, that the magnitude of this 
claim would supersede that of a com- 
mercial company doing a business of $25 
per day or 2 cents per minute. Hence 
the commcretal station would either be 
obliged to cease operations, or work at 
a time that would free the air for broad- 
casting. I claim no originality for this 
last piece of calculation and figure 
juga@ling, but admit that it is borrowed 
property. Hence I offer the apology 
contained in Kipling’s verse:

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HE triflex circuit is another form of reflex circuit. Sharp tun- 
ing is accemplished by means of a loop and the circuit shown 
above has been designed with the idea that a loop will be used. 

The first tube is purely the first radio frequency tube, as there is no 
audio frequency introduced in this tube. The corfect Voltage to the 
grid of the tube is controlled by the potentiometer, No. 1. RZ. R3 
and R4 are the radio frequency coupling transformers of the first, 
second and third stages of radio frequency amplification. 

The output of the last radio stage is rectified by the crystal de- 
tector, which, In turn, feeds info the second tube of the first audio 
frequency stage. The lead connecting the crystal detector with the 
primary winding of the first audio frequency transformer is cov- 
ered with insulating fbric and shielded with Belden braid. This 
shield in turn Is connected to the ground or negative side of the fila- 
ment through a .002 microfarad fixed condenser. This arrangement 
reduces to zero all howls and squawking noises. 

The third tube is also a radio and audio frequency amplifier, 
while the fourth or last tube is a pure audio frequency stage. Two 
90025 mf d. mica fixed condensers are connected across the secondary 


windings of the first and second audio frequency transformers, 
which act as bypass condensers, completing the radio frequency 
circuit of the second and third radio frequency stages. 

Tubes that require a storage battery are dest suited to this cir- 
cult and will give maximum results when 90 volts are applied te 
the plates of the tubes. 

The tuner for this set should be an 18-inch loop wound with 16 
turns of flexible wire. A dees mfd. variable condenser is con- 
mected across the loop so that the loop may be tuned. When the 
loop condenser is at zero or minimum capacity the set will tune as 
low as 210 meters and when the condenser is set at maximum the 
set will tune as high as 550 meters, thus taking in all the broadcast 
wave lengths. 

An arrangement employing the loop and the variable condenser 
is the best for all around reception. There are only three adjust- 
ments to make. Turn the loop in the right direction, set the variable 
condenser for the particular wave length and adjust the potentic- 
meter or stabilizer for clear reception. The erystal detector need 
not be adjusted but once during an evening’s eperation. . 


NO. 14—A PUSH-PULL POWER AMPLIFIER

PUSH-PULL power amplifier is now within the reach of every 
radio enthusiast who ts capable of wiring together two trans- 
formers and a pair of sockets. The demand for imcreasea 
volume, without distortion, can mow be satisfied. as manufacturers 
are placing on the market transformers which have a center tap. 
These transformers were previously found te be only in commerciaily 
built receivers and power amplifiers. 
Heretofore more than two steps of straight audie frequency am- 
plification has spelled trouble and dissatisfaction to these who tried 
to increase their volume by this method. The push-pull power am- 


plifier, working on a different system, makes possible the increase 
in velume without any of the distortion ordinarily encountered where 
other systems are used. 

The diagram above shows one stage of straight audie frequency 
amplification with the addition of a power amplifier. All power am- 
plifier transformers come in pairs and are known as the input and 
output transformers. They differ in construction im that the pri-

The power amplifier, because of its characteristics, works dest 
on UV201-A or C301-A vacuum tubes. This makes the unit doubdly 
popular because of the low power consumption and lew plate voltage 
required, as compared to the power tubes used in other pusii-pull 
amplifiers. Other tubes can be used but Will necessitate considerabie 
experimenting to get the proper balance for the best operation. 

When more than a 90-voit potential is applied to the plates of 
the tubes it will be necessary te increase the grid bias. With 80 
volts or less applied to the plates, a C battery of 3 volts will create 
a bias potential of proper value on the grid. Im this respect where 
it is possible to vary the “B” battery voltage beween $6 and 145 voits 
it is also advisable to vary the C battery. The range of the “C” 
battery should be between 3 and § volts, fer which erdinary flash- 
light cells are ideal. The proper value of the e battery can be best 
found by a little experimenting.

The best aerial for your 
set would be a single wire about 90 feet 
long, as high as possible, and connected 
by a 20.pr 30 foot lead-in. 

Q. Woufd like to know if I can attach 
a single-iube set to a phonograph with- 
out amplification of any kind? H. I. 

A. This is possible where a good out- 
door aerial can be erected. and when a 
highly efficient receiver is used. Other- 
wise the answer is no. 

Q. I have a crystal receiver, connected 
to a two-wire aerial 110 feet long and 
33 feet high. Why is it impossible for me 
to hear distant stations broad casting? 
L. X. 

A. Because long-distance reception 
with a crystal detector is possible only 
under ime most favorable conditions. It 
frequentiy happens that distant broad- 
casting stations are heard over a crystal 
set, but In the majority of cases this is 
tae result of reradiation from some near- 


by tube receiver and the credit for which 
can hardly be given to the crystal set. 
Out in the country, away from steel 
buildings, street cars, elevators and power 
transmission lines, there is a fair chance 
of reception, under favorable atmospheric 
conditions, and with a good aerial and 
“ground,” of occasionally hearing Ka- 
tions as far distant as 1000 miles; using 
only a tuning cofl, a sensitive crystal and 
efficient head phones. This cannot be de- 
pended upon as an every-night occur- 
rence, however, although several hundred 
miles ought to be covered quite regular- 
ly without difficulty. 

Q. Is there a broadeistine station in 
Webster Groves, or anywhere in St. Louis 
County? M. H. J. 

A. No. The license of the Webster 
Groves broadcasting station has expired, 
according to the latest Government List, 
and is no longer on the air.” We know 
of no other stations in St. Louis County 
which broadcast programs. 

Q. Will too short an aerial make tun- 
ing diffiicukt? C. K. 

A. A short aerial will result in very 
sharp tuning. A long aerial has the ef- 
fect of making the receiver to which it is 
connected tune very broad. 
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
